BEFORE STOR/NG 

About this time of your house wiv- 
e arc busy housecleanlug. Dart of 
tlieir job entail, packing away sweat¬ 
ers, overcoats, underwear and other 
winter garments. Never is tliln task 
undertaken without misgivings that 
the same clothes, when taken out 
in the fa 1 !, will be punctured with 
moth holes. 

Seldom are these tiny mollis seen. 
If they aTe. they ate very elusive 
and almost iuiposssible to catch. Con 
trary to popular belief, adult moths 
are not directly respom.Ib'e for the 
holes since they rarely feed at all. 
They lay their pinhead sized eggs on 
fabiic with one female capable ot 
laying 10 Oto 150. These hatch into 
larvae in about live days which un 
mediately begin feeding on wool, 
leathers and other materials with 
exceptions ol cotton and nylon. 

Slime all stages of clothes moths 
are found in wardrobes, effective 
control can be obtained by spraying 
all surfaces, comers and cracks be¬ 
fore the clothes are put away with a 
five per cent DDT household spray, 
flic name product used Tor walls and 
ceilings to kill flies. DDT is deadly 
to adult and larval stages of moths 
if used as specified. 

If a high quality five per cent 
0 DDT household spray is used there 
is no danger of it having any ob¬ 
jectionable effects on (ho clothes. If 
fabrics arc infested it Is advisable 
to apply the spray directly then 
hang them out to air. If not only tho 
interior of the wardrobe need be 
treated. 

Residue left alter spraying remains 
toxic to the insects for several 
months so that protection is afford 
ed for the entire season.

NEARING THE -END. 

It Ik evident flbw along Parliament 
llill that there 1 h a drive to com¬ 
plete the buHineHH ot the present 
Heaalon by the end of the month but 
it Ik also clear the forthcoming leg¬ 
islation will be intense’y interest¬ 
ing. Even a quick glance at the 
inestsuios already on the order pap¬ 
er ami others expected to be added 
to the task indicate in no uncert¬ 
ain way the tremendous job ahead. 

The following measures are for 
consideration of committees of the 
House: an act to provide for the in 
vestlgation. conciliation am} .settle¬ 
ment of imjuutiial disputes; an act 
to amend the Loan Companies Act; 
an act to aincud the Dominion El¬ 
ections Act; an act to amend the 
War Veterans A'lowaiuc Act; an 
act to amend the Veterans Insuran 
Act; an act to amend the Veterans 
Rehabilitation Act; an act to amend 
the Yukon Quartz Mining Act; In 
addition, other measures will include 
Rills respecting the C.N.R. financing 
and guarantee; re-introduction of the 
Income Tax Act; amendment of the 
Criminal Code; amendment of the 
Judges Act, Lord's Day Act. and the 
Government annuities act, with Rills 
pertaining tp others being scheduled 
for this session, including the Doaid 
of Transport Commissioners, Dlp’o- 
matic Service Superannuation, tax 
convention between Canada and 
France as well as New Zealand etc. 

On top of all these measures, there 
are other so-called possible measures 
that may h* brought up before the 
legislators will conclude their sess¬

Hill revealing dearly that from time 
to time measures may be brought 
lorward which are not even known 
at the present time. Consequently 
news will be coming from tills cap¬ 
ital in quick succession now.

VACANCIES CAUSE GOSSIP 

With 13 seats in the Canadian 
Senate vacant at present .ttaeie is 
considerable gpssip backstage in 
this capital about likely action com¬ 
ing soon to fill them and talk about 
the "unprecedented” number of such 
vacancies. However, it must be 
pointod out that there have been 
Qccasloiis in the past when larger 
numbers of seats in the Upper House 
were unoccupied. In fact, Premier 
King named It Senators just prior 
to the 1940 elections, with Premier 
Dennett naming 17 Senators just be¬ 
fore the 1935 vote. 

SAID IN THE CAPITAL. 

“Preparing for atomic war is not 
a matter of dollars but a matter of 
scientific and industrial effort,” said 
here Dr. O.J. Mackenzie .Chairman 
Atomic Energy Control Board. 

“From the standpoint of the man- 
in-the street the ordinary people of 
the country, I think the policy of 
debt reduction, certainly in times 
like these, is a right policy.” remark 
ed Justice Minister Ilsley in Parlia¬ 
ment, talking about the budget. 

"And the farming community 


would be encouraged to produce 
more foodstuffs, f they were allow¬ 
ed to expoit their meat and other 
farm produce to the United States 
without current export restrictions 
touching that market’, declared G. 
Russell Boucher. MP, in an Inspiring 
address here. 

‘‘Perhaps the greatest advance in 
the last 10 years Is In the increase 
in early diagnosis’*, said Dr. G.J. 
Wherrett, executive secretary, Can¬ 
adian Tuberculosis Association, re¬ 
porting in the capital that in 1938 
Canadians examined for TB totalled 
106, 330 but in 1948 this number is 
expected to reach nearly 2 million. 

Poverty is the great catalyst that 
drives an exhausted society to Comm¬ 
unism.” stated Col. David Cro I, MP 
in the House of Commons. “But in 
this country of Canada if we 
things healthy for the masses of the 
people, there is nothing to worry 
about.” 

WEEKLY WINDUP

Iho first stroke on the summer fall¬ 
ow can he the deciding factor as to 
whether or not there "ill he suffic¬ 
ient tiash to provide yesr-iound 
protection. 

The blade type cultivator or the 
one way disc aie used extensively 
for the first stroke on flie Dominion 
Kxpei imeutal Station and on sub¬ 
stations throughout Soul hern Alber¬ 
ta. The depth of the operation is 
determined by what implement will 
be used for the second stroke. If it 
is planned to use a rod weeder the 
first operation should be about four 
inches deep so that the rod weeder 
will work properly. 

When it is planned to follow the 
blade with a one way or blade, the 
depth should be no deeper than re¬ 
quired to do good work. This is a'so 
true when the one-way precedes the 
blade or one-way. The JtTond stroke 
following the blade or one-way 
should be slightly deeper than the 
first stroke. Only in exceptional 
circumstances has the one-way disc 
been used for more than two oper¬ 
ations. 

Speed of operation is important 
in trash cover fallowing.

Garnet wheat is regaining some 
populailty having risen from 6.1% 
in the province la«t year to 7.4% 
this year. In the area wrest of the 
L algdry-Ednimiton line, running from 
Bowden on the south and Sangudo 
on the north. 75% of the wheat 
sown is Garnet.

"This is perfectly true," so states 
this British Editor, "but he might 
well lia\e added that unless we pro¬ 
duce goods in greater volume and 
with greater efficiency none of 
these expedients will serve to solve 
our problems."

The ousiness of improving flow¬ 
ers and vegetables does not stand 
still. There are strains and types to¬ 
day that were not in existence before 
the war, and each year there are 
some vrand new varieties. It is a 
sound rule to try something new 
each season, both in Vegetables and 
flowers. Even the old standbys like 
Golden Bantam corn, Rosy Morn 
Petunias and the dwarf French typo 
peas, to mention only three, have 
been vastly improved. Plant breeders 
are constantly striving for new col¬ 
ors, more disease resistance anl 
hardier and earlier plants among 
flowers, more tender and quicker 
growing vegetables. 

SHORT CUTS 

The experienced gardener knows 
many short cuts to hurry growth 
along. In dry weather he will, if at 
all possible soak the garden once a 
week. Where no hose is available he 
will have things like lettuce, tomat- 
oes aud beans close to the house or

He also knows that weeds are mols- 
lire robbers and these he will keep 
removed so that Gie vegetables want

commercial fertilizer is equivalent to 
a nothcr.

A really dazzling show of bloom 
can be made with a few annual flow¬ 
ers sown or planted even at this 
laic date, and It wont mean much 
work. Cosmos,' giant marigolds, zin¬ 
nias, petunias, portulaea. nicotine. 
i.lysKum, asters, stocks, spider plants 
..ire all easily grown almost every* 
"hole in Canada. Some of the laig 
er flowers like cosmos, marigolds 
and nicotine ran actually be used 
in place ol shrubs. At thir. date ,of 
iourr-c. »me should use started 
plants which w ill bloom in a few 
weeks. These can be secured from 
any greenhouse Piefe'ence should 
be given to we’l branched plants of 
good deep color. For husky growth 
Urn bigger types like gladiolus, dah- 
•'hs. giant marigolds and zinnias 
should have about two feet each 
"ay. Petunias, nasturtiums, medium 
marigolds need about a foot or two 
r.part for best results — smaller 
Udngs like alyssum require six in¬ 
ches each way.
